The investigation is being 
conducted by the Attorney 
General's Office of 
Consumer Protection for 
possible violations of the 
Deceptive Trade Practices 
Act. 

**My office has received 
complaints from a number of 
citizens who say 
International Gold Bullion 
Exchange has failed to 
deliver goods as promised 
and has not made refunds of 


the purchase price for 
nondelivered goods,”’ 
Graddick said. 

International Gold 


Bullion operates offices in 
Florida, Texas and Califor- 
nia. It offered the sale of 
precious metals, primarily 
gold Kreggerands, for in- 
vestment with a guaranteed 
payment of one percent over 
current prime rate for every 
day after the promised 
delivery date that the metals 
were not received. 
Consumers report receiving 
neither metals nor the 
promised payment 
nondelivery, Graddick said. 
Securities Commission 
issued a ‘‘cease and desist’’ 
order making the sale of 
good by International Gold 
Bullion Exchange, Inc., after 
April 19 illegal. The order 
was based on the Exchange's 
failure to register with the 
Commission as a securities 
brokerage.

Hospital Authority Approves Pact 


A special called meeting of the Elba 
Hospital Authority was held last Friday 
at noon, The meeting was for the 
purpose of approving a change order on 
the remodeling of the facility and to 
discuss and approve terms of the 
management contract with National 
Healthcare. The management agree- 
ment will be in force until the official 
signing of the previously announced 
lease agreement. 

The change order dealt with install- 
ing a new fire alarm system in the 
nursing home, replacing the nurse call 
system at the hospital and the nursing 
home; installation of parking lot 
bumpers, roof repairs on the older part 
of the building, and installation of a new 
compressed air system. This will cost 
an estimated $44,893 and is part of the 
almost completed $1.9 million renova- 
tion and expansion program. After this 
expenditure and some other fees, there 
will be $16,000 left in construction 
funds. This money will remain in a 
special equipment account to cover 
previous expenses. 

Details of the management contract 
and lease agreement were discussed 
with attorneys from both the hospital 
board and National Healthcare. Even 
though the lease agreement is expected 
to be signed on or about September 1, 
final settlement is not expected for at 
least nine months, 

The Authority approved three 
resolutions. One deals with giving the 
chairman and secretary authority to 
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enter into a consulting agreement with 
National Healthcare; the second was 
executing paperwork acknowledging 
management agreement with the city 
terminated and would be entered into 
with National Healthcare; thirdly, 
approved changing the name and 
reorganization of the present hospital 
authority. 

Following this meeting and a special 
city council meeting, the Authority met 
Wednesday morning and gave approval 
and signed the paperwork on the above. 

Following this detailed work, Steve 
Phelps, president of National Health- 
care, told authority members that his 
firm is presently in an evaluation period 
with the local hospital. He also noted 
that they had met with the administra- 
tor, nursing director and chief of staff in 
a two-day seminar held recently in 
Dothan with key personnel from all their 
hospitals. ‘*There is much promise here 
and more than expected,"’ said Phelps, 
“and we are excited.”’

The tennis courts would cost $54,000 
to construct, while it will cost $46,000 to 
install the new lighting system at 
Legion Field, which hosts the high 
school and Babe Ruth baseball teams. 

An application for over $300,000 in 


funds available under the JOBS 
program was discussed and Recreation 
Director Dennis Smith stated the 


funding of the program would take 
place in July. If the local grant is 
approved, a new city pool would be 
constructed and the two pools now in 
use would be closed. 

Bill Waldon, Ronnie Jinright and 
Jackie Farmer were present at the 
meeting and expressed concern about 
the future recreational value of the Pea 
River, including fishing, boating and 
camping. The three visitors suggested 
building a new boat ramp and the 


possibility of restocking the river, and 
questioned the amount of funds now 
available to build a boat ramp. 

The board agreed another boat ramp 
would be useful on the river, but stated 
such a ramp should be built below the 
dam, which would result in no funds 
being available. There is presently 
$5,000 available to build a ramp; 
however, the location of such a ramp is 
tied in with the funding. 

On the subject of restocking, the 
visitors were told the river would be 
restocked with hybrid bass, but were 
also informed of a recent Conservation 
Dept. report which stated the river had 
a low fertility rate. 


The Wednesday meeting was the 
board’s monthly meeting for May and 
present was Recreation Director Dennis 
Smith, along with board members Betty 
Sauls, Gaynes Waters and Ricky

Equipment For Paving 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in special session on Friday, May 27, in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase five 
used dump trucks for use in re- 
surfacing county roads. 

The county engineer had stated at 
an earlier meeting that the county 
highway dept. didn’t have enough 
trucks to service all areas of the county, 
and said that by purchasing additional 
trucks, he could allow other vehicles to 
return to their work areas. 

The trucks were purchased at a total 
cost of $48,000, with one truck being 
purchased from Jerry Kirkland, of Opp, 
and four bought from Warrior, of 
Northport. 

In other action at the brief meeting, 


Comm. Rex Boutwell reported on a 
computer being considered for purchase 
by the county and the Coffee County 
School Board. According to Boutwell, 
the computer would cost $111,484.40 
and require approximately $23,000 in 
software. The computer would be used 
by the commission office for payroll and 
bookkeeping; in the probate office for 
various licenses and in the office of the 
reyenue commission in tax related 


matters. 
The county school system would also 
use the computer, under _ the 


agreement, and would purchase the 
computer and then sell it to the county.

The Elba City Council met in a 
special called meeting last Saturday 
morning at 11 a.m., with two members 
absent. City Clerk Jack Prescott 
announced that the two - Councilmen 
Charles Kennett and John W. Sharpless 
- were not available when he notified 
councilmen of the proposed meeting. 

Sole purpose of the meeting was to 
handle some technical chores dealing 
with the proposed lease of Elba General 
Hospital to National Healthcare of 
Dothan. 

Bill Wayland, a National Healthcare 
vice-president and attorney for the firm, 
presented the paperwork for re- 
organizing the Hospital Authority to 
allow them to transfer excess funds to 
the city’s general fund. This reorgani- 
zation also reappointed all existing 
board members to new, staggered 
terms, exactly as they were in the last 
re-shuffle. 

Terms of office effective June 1, 
1983, are: Clayton Hickman and Virgil 
Coleman - two years; Carolyn Brunson 
and Pete Dorsey - four years; Drexel 
Cook - six years. 

The newly re-organized board will in 
the future be known as The Healthcare 
Authority of Elba.

Board Of Education 
Hears Progress Report 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met in regular session on 
Friday morning, May 27, in Elba and 
was informed by Supt. John W. 
Vaughan that the property survey for 
the new Kinston Elementary School had 
been completed and bids on construc- 
tion of the school would be let in June. 

The new school, which will house 14 
classrooms, will be built in front 
of the current lunchroom and will 
necessitate the closing of a portion of a 
road that goes in front of the high 
school, 

At Friday's meeting, Supt. Vaughan 
told the board a contract on the project 
would be awarded in mid-July, and 
estimated the new school would take 
one-year to construct. The school is 
planned to be open for the beginning of 
the 1984-85 school year. 

Friday’s meeting began at 8:00 a.m. 
with all members present except 
chairman Frank Britt. At the early 
morning meeting were Supt. Vaughan, 
board members Tom Dyess, Harrell 
Carroll, Bill Boland and Preston Kelley 


and a representative of The Elba 
Clipper. 
After the routine approval of 


minutes, the board yoted to employ 
Tom Moates as an assistant coach at 
Zion Chapel High School. Moates, a 
former assistant at Coffee Springs, has 
14-years experience in coaching and will 


serve with new Zion Chapel coach John 
Frank Hudson. Moates, an applicant 
for the head coaching job, will also 
teach science and physical education at 
the school. 

Bids on propane gas, coal and milk 
to be used in the five county schools 
were to be opened at the meeting; 
however, the shortness of the meeting 


. resulted in the bids being opened after 


its adjournment. The bids will be 
discussed and contracts awarded at the 
regular meeting in June. 

Excessive absenteeism, a problem 
area in all school systems, was 
discussed briefly, and the board 
decided it would meet with the students 
involved (and their parents) at meetings 
during the summer. Solutions to the 
absenteeism and a possible loss of 
credits will be discussed at the 
summer meetings. 


In other action at Friday’s meeting, 
the board: 


***was told by Supt. Vaughan that the 
1982-83 school year had passed quietly, 
with no incidents or accidents; 

***was informed new school bus chasis 
and bodies had been ordered; 

***and, agreed additional classroom 
furniture was needed at New Hope 
Junior High School and the Zion Chapel 
School.

Relating to Coffee 
County; authorizing and 
providing for the establish- 
ment, operation and financ- 
ing of a public defender 
office for the representation 
and defense of persons 
accused of crime who are 
declared indigent by the 
courts; establishing a public 
defender commission to 
operate said office; defining 
the powers, duties of and 
limitations upon said 
commission and the public 
defender; providing for the 
selection and compensation 
of the public defender and 
for the employment and 


compensation of the assist- 


ant public defenders and the 
personnel of said office, and 
for the expenses of said 
Office; providing for the 
resignation and removal of 
the public defender and 
personnel of the public 
defender office; providing for 
the taxing and collecting of 
additional court costs in 
certain courts in said 
counties for such purpose 
and for the expenditure 
thereof; providing for con- 
tinued opportunity for other 
lawyers to be appointed to 
represent such indigent 
persons accused of crime; to 
provide for the pro rata 
return of any excess money 
in the public defender fund 
to the counties and municipal 
bodies from which received. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. There is hereby 
established a public defender 
commission of Coffee County 
consisting of seven (7) 
members, each of whom 
shall be selected as set out 
below and shall serve for a 
term of one (1) year: 

(a) During the term of 
their respective offices, the 
three (3) duly elected officers 
of the county bar association, 
selected at large by the 
association. 

(b) During the term of 
his office as such, the pre- 
12th 
judicial circuit. 

(c) Three (3) members 
of the county bar association, 
selected for a term of one (1) 
year, to be selected at the 
time of and in the manner of 
selecting officers of the 
county bar association. Pro- 
vided, however, present 
members of the commission 
previously selected under 
this subsection shall serve 
the remainder of their 
present term of office. 

(d) In the event any 
vacancy in the public 
defender commission shall 
occur, the members of the 
said public defender com- 
mission shall, by a simple 
majority vote, select a 
replacement. 

(e) Members of the 
public defender commission 
shall serve without com- 
pensation as such but all 
reasonable expenses __in- 
curred by the commission in 
the performance of its duties 
shall be paid or reimbursed 
on warrants drawn on the 
general fund of the county, 
or on a_ county public 
defender fund as provided in 
Section 3 of this act. 

(f) The chairman and 
the secretary, respectively, 
of the public defender 
commission of Coffee 
County, shall be the duly 
elected president and the 
secretary of the county bar 
association. The commission 
shall haye the power and 
authority to select the public 
defender; and within the 
limits of this act: 

(i) To fix his com- 
pensation; 
(ii) To establish an 
nual be et for expend- 
public 
defender's ortice; and 
(iii) to make and 
establish rules and regula- 
tions for the conduct and 
operation of the commission 
and of the public defender 
office. 

Section 2. 

(-V Th ecm miccian hy 
vote of a simple majority ot 
its members shall select the 
public defender on the first 
Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November to 
serve a term of four years. 
The commission shall make a 
similar selection every four 
years. Provided, however, 
the present public defender 
shall serve the remainder of 
his present term of office. 

(b) The public 
defender shall upon entering 
his duties take the oath of 
office as set forth in Section 
279 of the Constitution of 


.slabama “1901. | He shall 
serve full time and his duties 
shall be limited to 


representation of indigent 
defendants who are accused 
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of criminal offenses where 
representation is required by 


law after a finding of 
indigency by the court. 
After such finding of 


indigency, in the event of 
appointment by the court, 
the public defender shall 
thereafter provide repre- 
sentation for such defend- 
ants in all matters pertaining 
to charges against defend- 
ants, including post con- 
viction proceedings. The 
public defender may be 
appointed by any state, 
county, or district judge of 
any court in Coffee County 
where appaintment of legal 
counsel shall be required by 
law. 

(c) The public defend- 
er may resign or be removed 
from office by a vote of five 
(5) members of the com- 
mission on sixty (60) days 
written notice. Cause for 
such removal from office 
shall be willful neglect of 
duty, corruption in office, 
incompetency or intemp- 
erance in the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors or narcotics to 
such extent in view of the 
dignity of the office and 
importance of its duties as 
unfits the public defender for 
the discharge of said duties 
or any offense involving 
moral turpitude while in 
office, or committed under 
color thereof or connected 
therewith. The decision of 
the commission to remove 
the public defender shall be 
final and there shall be no 
tight of appeal therefrom. 
Any vacancies in the office of 
the public defender shall be 
filled by the public defender 
commission. 

Section 3. 

(a) There is hereby 
established in Coffee County 
a public defender fund. Upon 
the effective date of this act, 
the governing body of each 
such county shall appropriate 
to the public defender fund 
from the general funds of the 
county, such sums as are 
necessary for the payment of 
salaries and _ operating 
expenses of the public 
defender office as provided 
herein. A_ similar appro- 
priation shall be made each 
year to supplement other 
sums paid into the public 
defender fund, and such 
appropriation shall be in 
accordance with the budget- 
ing procedures as provided 
in this act. Any public 
defender fund now in 
existence shall be considered 
as part of the fund. 

(b) If any funds from 
any source be made available 
or offered to the public 
defender or his assistants for 
the defense of any person for 
whom he has been appointed 
counsel, the same _ shall 
promptly be reported to the 
court in which the case is 
pending: The public 
defender shall request the 
court to make further 
determination as to the effect 
of such funds on the 
determination of indigency of 
the said defendant, In the 
event that the court shall find 
(a) that the defendant is not 
an indigent, Section 5 below 
shall apply or (b) that the 
defendant continues to be an 
indigent but that funds 
available should be accepted, 
such funds shall be paid 
directly to the county for 
deposit in the public 
defender fund. 

(c) All funds received 
by or payable to the public 
defender or any assistant 
public defender pursuant to 
any other act or law now 
existing or hereafter enacted 
shall be paid to the Coffee 
County public defender fund. 
Such funds shall include any 
funds from the state of 
Alabama, pursuant to 
Sections 15-12-40 through 
15-12-45, Code of Alabama 
1975, as well as any other 

laws or parts of laws. 

(d) In the event that 
any funds are received by the 
public defender, his assist- 
ants or any other personnel 
in the public defender office 
by bequests, contributions or 
donations, all such funds 
shall be paid to said county 
pu’ defender fund. 

(e) Except as herein- 
above provided, neither the 
public defender, nor any 
person einployed by him in 
any capacity, including his 
assistants, shall accept any 
money, funds, gifts or 
anything of value from any 
person whomsoever for any 
Services rendered or to be 
rende:ed, pursuant to such 
employment in and by the 
public defender office. 

Section 4. The provisions 
of this act shall not be 
construed as preventing the 
appointment of any licensed 
attorney who requests such 
appointment in _ indigent 
cases, and a roster of such 
attorneys shall be kept by the 
circuit court clerk which shall

be available for use by the 
judges of such court. Each 
attorney appointed in such 
cases shall be entitled to 
receive for his services the 
fee provided in Sections 
15-12-20 through 15-12-23 
and 15-12-40 through 
15-12-45, Code of Alabama 
1975, or pursuant to any 
other act or law now existing, 
or hereafter enacted. 

Section 5. In the event, 
that after the public defender 
has been appointed to 
represent a person accused 
of crime, it is determined by 
the court in which the case is 
then pending that the 
defendant is not then an 
indigent, or in the event the 
defendant employs another 
attorney to defend him, the 
court shall revoke the 
appointment of the public 
defender. : 

(a) After being 
appointed to represent a 
person found to be indigent, 
the public defender is hereby 
authorized and directed to 
continue his investigation of 
indigency of said defendant 
and his access to other funds 
and shall render a written 
report to the court after such 
appointment if any sub- 
stantial appreciation in 
defendant’s financial status 
occurs or upon completion of 
all facets of the case to which 
the public defender has been 
appointed. 

(b) Neither the public 
defender, nor any person in 
the employ of the public 
defender offices, including 
his assistants, shall suggest 
or recommend an attorney- 
at-law, by name or other- 
wise, to any person for any 
purpose at any time. 

Section 6. The public 
defender for said county 
shall be paid at an annual 
rate as set by the 
administrative director of 
courts. Said compensation 
shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments from 
the public defender fund of 
the county as provided by 
section 15-12-43, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

Section 7. Within the 
limits of this act and subject 
to the approval of the public 
defender commission the 
public defender may appoint 
personnel as stated below 
and fix their compensation. 


Each shall serve at _ the.

pensated as follows: 

(a) Assistant public 
serve full 
time and shall be paid at an 
annual rate set by the 
commission, payable in 
equal monthly installments 
by the county, from the 
public defender fund.

(c) One or more inves- 
tigators, administrative 
assistants, para-legals, and 
other legal assistants to 
serve full time and each to be 
paid at an annual rate set by 
the public defender; payable 
in equal monthly  install- 
ments by the county from the 
public defender fund. Pro- 
vided, however, that no 
person shall be appointed to 
the positions of investigator, 
administrative assistant, 
para-legal or legal assistant 
until the need for the same 
shall be determined by the 
commission and authorized 
by the commission.

Dr. Raymond Chisum, 
President of Douglas 
MacArthur State Technical 
College, has announced that 
the college campus has been 
selected as a test site by the 
Air Force Tactical Communi- 
cations Test Office in Fort 
Huachuca, Arizona.

Georgia Couple Arrested On 
Drug Charges Last Week 


A Columbus, Georgia couple 
arrested in Elba last week has been 
charged with five counts each of 
obtaining drugs by fraud and state law 
enforcement authorities expect 
additional charges to be filed as the 
drug related case continues to unravel. 

The couple, identified as Larry 
James Davis, age 36, and Judy Rebecca 
Davis, age 33, were placed in the Coffee 
County jail after the arrest and were 
later transferred to the Barbour County 
jail, in Eufaula, where the warrants 
were signed, 

Grady Gibson, an investigator for 
the Alabama Dept. of Public Safety- 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation, 
reported the couple had been under 
investigation for three weeks in east 
Alabama. It was believed the couple 
had been visiting doctors for treatment 
of obesity, then stealing prescription 
pads from examining rooms. It is then 
believed the couple would take a 
legitimate prescription from the doctor

for the drug ‘‘Preludin,’’ a narcotic 
taken orally as an aid in weight loss, and 
then trace an identical prescription onto 
the stolen pad. According to Gibson, 
the pills, which cost 50 cents each as 
prescribed, are sold to drug users for $7 
- $10 each. The users then melt down 
the pills and inject the drug into a vein. 

The couple, again according to 
reports, had been operating in the east 
Alabama area recently and Elba Police 
Chief John Ed White learned that the 
couple was possibly coming to Elba. 
The couple went to the office of Dr. 
Donald Crook on Tuesday, May 31, 
under police surveillance and was 
stopped while leaving town on Smith 
Avenue. A search of the car revealed no 
stolen prescription pads; however, after 
being interrogated for three hours the 
couple confessed to stealing pads from 
Dr. Crook and then forging 
prescriptions for the drug in Eufaula 
and Brundidge. The Georgia couple 
told authorities they had been using

You 
can’t compare results, you can only use 
them to spot strengths and weaknesses 
in your own system.”’
